Arthur Newton Pack, associate edi- 
tor of Nature Magazine, {nformed Vin- 
cent Mussey, Canadian imluister, he 
had received a telegram fom Howurd 
H. Cleaves of the association at Wolf- 
bay, Que, reporting on his investiga- 
tion. The telegram from Cleaves. 
suys: 

“Eider ducks numerous along Ca- 
fadian Labrador coast due tu excel- 
lent protection by the government, |, 
have seen more than 2,000 breeding 
birds in ten days’ cruising. Hundreds 
of themn in each of fouf sanctuaries 
elted‘to date. Frum-uue hilitop | saw 
75. Nesting birds tlew up on all sides. 

leebergs Don’t Bother Them. 

Despite lingering snow banks and 


passing icebergs, some eiders have 
hatched. This fine bird is making 
wonderful recovery from shadow of 
extinction and with good weather 
there will be a large increase this 
yeur.”

Men 
surrounded, drove them together and 
killed them with cliybs, leaving the 
helpless young to perish. | AH this for 
feathers alone, for the birds had no 
food value.

“For a #umber of yeurs this went 
on until the birds were so reduced as 
to make feather hunting unprotitable. 
During this time and ever since egg- 
ers, fishermen and settlers have de- 
stroyed both birds and eggs until the 
vast eider nurseries ure a mere mem- 
ory and we are importing our eider- 
down from the more humane people 
of the Old world.

Washington.—Patient work ut the 
bureau of standards is gradually. evolv- 
ing a solution for the preblem of 
aluminum corrosion which may greut- 
ly increase the utility of aircraft. 

Airplane . wings 
“doped” civth stretched over wuudep 
frames are fragile things. To the lay- 
man it has long seemed that the 
strength and durability of the wings 
would be greater if the frames were 
made of steel or some aluminum al- 
loy. ; 

The possibilities of metal wings, 
however, have been greatly restricted 
by the disposition of the complex al- 
Toys to corrode and ruin the expensive 
fabrics even more rapidly than the 
conditions of’ operation have worn out 
the cloth and wooden structures. 

The bureau workers, aided by In-, 
dustriai laboratory experts and equip- 
ment, have been seeking a solution of 
the metal difficulties for some time. 

They have dete: uloed thai, if du- 
taluminum, one of the aluminum alloys 
of sufficient lightness and strength 
for plane wings, is coated with pure 
aluminum by a metal spray process, 
it cap stand even salt water exposure 
for a year without deterioration. 

Sorhe experts are hopeful that by 
adding a corrosion resistant to the 
material through special treatment of 
the alloy during preparation It will be 
possible to produce all-metal aircraft 
that will be fireproof and durable.

London.—To be applauded ¢r act 
to be applauded.

Still Catalonia 
might resent this label as much as 
she chafes at Madrid rule, because 
her history of independence running 
back to the Ninth century at least is 
quite ancient enough to warrant Ire- 
land being called instead “the English 
Catalonia.” To make Trelaid # proper 
‘parallel it would be necessary to move 
from England across. the Irish sea

Catalonia is the workshop of Spuin. 
It claims to pay nearly 80 per cent of 
The annual in- 
come produced by this single prov- 
ince is reported to be two-thirds that 
of the entire nation, Although Cata- 
lonia covers only one sixteenth of the 
area of Spain it supports one-tenth of 
the population, : 

There is an old Spanish proverb, “A 
Catalan can turn stone into bread.” A 
Catalan is proud of that proverb. 
Work is raised to high dignity in 
Jatalonia. The Catalan does not 
envy Seville and other Spanish cities 
their ‘reputations with tourists as 
quaint spots where the Middle ages 
linger unashamed. He lives in the 
present. He is proud of Barcelona’s 
rows of workingmen’s houses and 
smokestacks. Modern machinery can 
be found on Barcelona's docks, At 
the Catalin mines the latest advances 
in mining engineering are in evidence. 
The Ebro, which drains the whole 
south flank of the Pyrenees, is dwin- 
dling to a creek because of the rapid 
Increase of irrigation. It is the Cata- 
lan’s close link with the progressive 
that has made _ Barcelona 
Spain’s glass of fashion and the sec- 
ond city of the nation. 

They Have Their Own Language. 

Castilian Spanish 1s official Span- 
fsh. It is standard, Hike Parisian 
French. But once away from Madrid 
one hears all sorts of variations of 
Castilian. Go Into Catalonia and you 
will hear another language entirely. 
The Oatalans have spent much time 
and effort conserving their own lan- 
guage. Newspapers are printed in 
Catalan. While it is a Romance lan- 
guage, the tourist equipped with both 
French and Spanish might ag well 
stop up his ears when he crosses the 
border. He will be deaf to Catalan. 

If the trayeler comes from the 
North he will ran into the Catalan 


‘language. before he crosses the bor- 


der. For many centuries befére- Spain 
and France became well-knit states, 
Catalonia was a saddle over the Med- 
iterranefn end of the Pyrenees moun- 
tains. On the French side the Cata- 
lans have not clung to their heritage 
with the passion of their Spanish 
brethren, Most of them, like Marshal 
Joffre, msett a Catalan, are deeply 
loyal to France. But in Roussillon, 
in French Catalohia, one may hear in 
a short walk through the narrow 


‘streets, Spanish, French with a Span- 


ish accent, French with a Catalan ac- 
, cent, Spanish with a Catalan accent, 
‘spanish witha French accent, Catalan 
with a French accent and Catalan 
with a Spanish accent. 

Catalonia has a flag, too. It is a 
yellow banner with four diagonal red 
stripes. ‘There is a fine story to the 
design. 
his bloody fingers across ‘his yellow 
scarf and gave’ it to his countrymen 


for a standard. While the banner 


does not appear often in public, it is 
introduced in coat lapels, automobile 
radiator caps and insignia for athletic 
teams. 

So normal are its occasional revo- 
lutions, uprisings and riots that Bar- 
celona has two kinds of policé. One 
kind, the “urbanos,” attract immedi- 
ate attention by their red coats and 
walking sticks. They are charged only 
with the regulation of traffic and 
with directing strangers about their 
beautiful city. 

The other kind, the “carabineros,” 
usually are mounted, go armed, stand 
at police crossings and other strategic 
points; and theirs {sg the duty of put-

ting down any incipient uprising. Sel- 
dom do these attain the importance 
of a revolution. 

The Fortress and Rambla. 

Barcelona’s grim fortress on a 
rocky hill at its harbor entrance 
frowns upon the stranger; but its 
broad, colorful, lively streets welcome 
him most graciously. It is a city of 
pictures as it was when Washington 
Irving described it. The years have 
not robbed it of its charms, but they 
have brought factories and _ noisy 
traffic. 

The. more fashionable streets have 
a tree-lined promenade _ for 
trians in the center and on the out- 
side of the trees are the highways. 
liere the struggle of the old and the 
new is epitomized in the automobile, 
the horse-drawn carriage, the “mule 
bus,” which is just what its name im- 
plies, and the donkey .caris with the 
exceptionally small animals of Span- 
tsh breed. : 

Woman frequent the streets as they 
do nowhere else in Spain; and onthe 
Rambla, - Barcetona’s Fifth avenne, 
stroll ladles with faces half-hidden 
by mantillas, others in smart walking 
suits and Parisian hats, and still oth- 
ers, native peusanis, with picturesque 
velvet garb and their long baggy caps. 

Even amid the sights and scenes of 
a street one’s attention ultimately is 
attracted by a house of the so-called 
Catalonian style which, at first, may 
look Hke a distortion of a mirror of 
many curves. A longer inspection of 
many a fine Barcelona home discloses 
that the curved and crooked Hnes, 
and bevei effect at each window tier, 
are purposely designed, and admira- 
tion is elicited by the delft tiles in 
variegated colors which appear be- 
low the roofing. 

Until 1492 Barcelona was the New 
York of the Mediterranean. Its posi- 
tion in the northeastern coast of 
Spain, actually at about the same Iati- 
tude as New York city, relatively is to 
the Mediterranean world what the 
Western city is to Atlantic trade 
routes. Columbus’ voyage was con- 
sidered a bit of impertinence on the 
part of the Catalonian government to 
upset the balance of trade in favor of 
cities in westeri and southern Spuin. 

Soon a movement swept the Catalan 
provinces, of which Barcelona is the 
center, for annexation to France. In 
1640 Catalonia did rebel aguinst Philip 
IV, and gave itself over to French 
protection; but its old allegiance was 
renewed in 1652, and cemented by the 
peace of Ryswick before the close of 
the Seventeenth century, In four cen- 
turies this resentment had amelilio- 
rated enough to permit the placing of 
a statue of Christopher Columbus in 
the Rambla, 

Big Industrial City. 

Despite its commercial subsidence 
when the Atlantic replaced the Med- 
iterranean as the major water route 
of civilization, Barcelona flourished. 
A year after the late war between 
George Dewey and Spain, as O. Henry 
put it, Barcelona paid more than a 
tenth “of fhe kingdom’s entire revenue 
from industrial taxation. Before the 
World war some two score important 


has hardly put its best foot forward, 
since it is heard of most often as a 
center of riots, strikes, and rebellions. 
Though one traveler found the citi- 
zens pleasantly surprised that King 
Alfonso, who had just visited there, 
had escaped with his life, he con- 
cluded after staying a time that, “with 
all her reputation for turbulence Bar- 
celona seemed an enlightened and 
thoroughly progressive city.” Have- 
lock Ellis paid a more glowing trib- 
ute, after admitting the city’s faults, 
by saying: “Barcelona is a revela- 
tion of what a great commercial city 
may be when humanely and harmoni- 
ously organized. In a beautiful and 
exquisitely tempered climate, a robust- 
ly independent and clear-eyed popula- 
tion has here freely expanded Itself, 
loving work and loving play, and com- 
bining these two fundamental human 
impulses more completely and more 
admirably than in any other equally 
great city.” 

Despite its disorders and its mod- 
rnism, Barcelona retains many relics 

those mellow times when Cervantes 
made it the setting for Don Quixote’s 
later adventures. There still are 
church possessions, Icttery ticket sell- 
ers; policemen with red coats and hel- 


vendora,

shipping compahies had made it a 
port of regular call, and today the 
city has a population exceeding half 
a million.
